What-a Pandemonium 
would Utah become if the anthors and 
premulgators of the abborent doctrine 
rbpuld ever again gain the escendency 
and let loose the demon spirit of ven- 
geance among the people? The same 
spirit exists to-day in tbe bearts of the 
ledders; and of those among the people 
whom their teacbings have reduced to 
the moral status of shedders of buman 
blood. It is unchenged ia its bate to 
the Gentiles and apostates. Itlacks only 
the power,—tbe wild beast is chained, 
not tamed. Were the troops withdrawa 
the vengeance would begin. Its vic-
